Speaker calls emergency meeting 

Army holds solution 
in Lebanon: Aoun 


BEIRUT, Sept 28, (Reuter): The 
head of Lebanon’s new Christian 
cabinet, locked in a power strug- 
gle with a rival Muslim govern- 
ment, told his Army today to be 
ready to defend the country’s 
unity. 

General Michel Aoun, who is 
also Army commander, said in 
an order of the day to his 35,000 
troops that a solution to Leban- 
on’s political crisis began with 
them. 

“Your role is coming ... 
through you, the homeland's 
ordeal will, end,” said Aonn, 

appointed by outgoing President 

Amin Gemayel on Thursday to 
head an interim military govern- 
ment. 

Gemayel charged Aoun’s 
administration with carrying out 
presidential duties until a succes- 
sor could be elected, but Muslim 
leaders pledged continued 
allegiance to the incumbent 
government of acting Prime 
Minister Selim A1 Hoss. 

Doomed 

“Any equation in which you 
are not a basic element is doomed 
to failure,” Aoun told the Army. 

“No one but you is ready to 
burn his fingers to put out the 
country's fire, and save Lebanon 
from the dangers of disintegra- 
tion. partition, occupation and 
resettlement.” 

Parliamentary Speaker Hus- 
sein Husseini, a Shi’hc Muslim, 
called on deputies, past ministers 
and former heads or states to 
attend an “emergency national 
conference” tomorrow to 
prevent the breakup of the coun- 
try. . 

: A pro-Syrian politician said 
Husseini wanted to seek consen- 
sus on the crisis which erupted 
.when Gem ay el’s term ended last 
Thursday without rival factions 
agreeing on a su c c ess or. 

• Existence 

Parliamentary sources said 
they expected few of theAl ‘Chris- 
tians among the 76 surviving 
deputies to heed Husseini’s call 
because it would mean crossing 
the Green Line battle zone into 
Muslim West Beirut 

Former President Suleiman 
Franjieh and some Christian 
ministers were expected at the 
talks at the Bristol Hotel, a base 
for- pro-Syrian Lebanese 
politicians and Syrian officers. 

The existence of two rival 


governments and the lack of a 
President have thrown Lebanon, 
devastated by 13 years of civil 
war, deeper into chaos. 

The uncertainty was reflected 
on financial markets, where the 
Lebanese pound has lost 10 per 
cent of its international value 
since last Thursday. 

“People fear a new escalation 
of violence. They feel insecure 
and have lost confidence in their 
national currency. They are 
rushing to buy dollars, expecting 
worse,” a Central Bank source 
said. 

Both Hoss and Aoun claim 
their respective cabinets to be the 
only legitimate authority and 
stress they want to provide the 
right climate for a smooth 
presidential election. 

1 n an attempt to help break the 
deadlock, new US Ambassador 
John McCarthy today met the 
highest Muslim religious auth- 
orities. Sunni Mufti Sheikh Has- 
san Khaled and the vice- 
president of the higher Shi’ite 
council. Sheikh Mohammed 
Mehdi Shamseddine. 


Bomb blast 
hurts 19 
in Lebanon 

KHALDE, Lebanon. Sept 28. 
(Reuter): A Syrian officer and 
four soldiers were among 1 9 peo- 
ple wounded when a bomb in a 
small truck exploded near a 
Syrian checkpoint south of 
Beirut today, witnesses and 
police said. 

Witnesses said the bomb went 
off near the Khalde intersection 
checkpoint manned by scores of 
troops and plainclothes 
intelligence men. 

Police said 19 people, includ- 
ing a Syrian officer and four sol- 
diers, were wounded. 

The intersection links Beirut 
to South Lebanon and the moun- 
tains and is a main supply route 
for Syria's 25,000 troops in the 
war-torn country. 

Witnesses said the pickup 
truck was parked near the check- 
point One witness said torn 
limbs and shielded military 
clothing lay in pools of blood. 
“The pickup was turned into 
twisted and charred metal,” he 
said. 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 
28, (KUNA): HH the Amir of 
Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber A1 
Ahmed A1 Sabah, today 
hailed the breakthrough 
achieved by the United States 
and Soviet Union in their 
efforts to reduce tension in the 
world. 

At the same time, however, the 
Kuwaiti head of state delivered a 
stinging indictment of the 
policies of the rich countries of 
the North in their dealings with 
the poor countries of the South. 

With regard to superpower 
relations, the Amir hailed the 
agreement between the Soviet 
Union and the United States that 
lead to the reduction of nuclear 
arsenals and to the defusing of 
several complex international 
crises. 

“From this rostrum I would 
like to commend and laud both 
the American and Soviet people 
for the breakthroughs achieved 
by both the United States 
President Ronald Reagan, and 
the Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev,” the Amir said. 

“Smaller nations view this 
rapprochement with a deep sense 
of optimism, and now cherish a 
fresh hope that the current 
understanding will eventually 
.have positive and not negative 
implications on the long-awaited 
just solutions of their problems 
in order to attain their legitimate 
rights,” he said. 

Speaking as chairman of the 
fifth session of the 46-member 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIQ, the Amir, in a 
historic address before the UN 
General Assembly, called for a 
meeting of creditor nations as 
pan of a three-point plan to help 
developing countries overcome 
their problems. 

Examine 

The meeting should examine 
the question of writing off 
interest on outstanding loans 
and forgive part of the principal 
to the poorest countries, the 
Amir said. 

“Kuwait, for its part, as a 
creditor country, stands ready to 
attend such a parley and is willing 
to comply with whatever resolu- 
tions might be adopted in that 
respect,” the Amir said.

“In our view, such an initiative 
offers a far better approach to 
address the matter in a more 
practical and effective fashion 
rather than leaving it to be 
resolved on the basis of the deb- 
tors* demand.” he said. 

The Amir also called on the 
International Monetary Fund 
(JMF) and World Bank, now 
holding their joint annual meet- 
ing in West Berlin, to reconsider 
their stringent conditions affect- 
ing slates seeking development 
aid from both institutions. 

Finally, the Amir urged the 
northern countries to expand 
and regulate technical and scien- 
tific aid to the South. 

The Amir was the first speaker 
and only head of state to address 
the assembly today. 

The problem of foreign debt 
and the mounting debt servicing 
burden, the Amir said, has 
become an impediment to and a 
severe restriction on develop- 
ment.

Furthermore, he charged, 
some industrial enterprises of 
certain northern countries 
“maliciously utilised" certain 
areas in some poor countries as 
dumping grounds for nuclear 
and toxic waste, sometimes with 
the knowledge of the govern- 
ments concerned. 

“All this could be summed up 
in a nutshell question, namely: 
“Why is all this tremendous pres- 
sure put on the South and even 
sabotage actions are committed 
against it?” the Amir asked. 

Nations of the South have to 
cope with natural disasters such 
as lengthy droughts, floods, 
locusts and the outbreak of 
epidemics, he said. 

“Our friends in the North have 
opted to aggravate our problems 
by creating further plagues that 
destroy our ecological systems as 
well as our human resources, 
thus undermining our ability to 
move ahead toward a better 
future,” he said. 

Following his 32-page speech 
in Arabic, the Amir went to the 
Indonesian lounge of the Assem- 
bly Hall where dignitaries from 
around the world were waiting in 
a long line to congratulate him. 

Discussing regional political 
conflicts, the Amir said that 
Lebanon stands no chance of 


continuity without national 
unity and coexistence among all 
Lebanese factions. 

“The future of Lebanon must 
be determined entirely by the 
Lebanese themselves. Occupa- 
tion forces of the Israeli entity 
must withdraw from Lebanese 
territory they occupy under the 
pretext or security that is invoked 
to justify any act of aggression 
and expansion,” the Amir said. 

Discussing the Palestinian 
problem, the Amir said all the 
Palestinian people are demand- 
ing is to have their independent 
state over their land; with their 
capital Jerusalem, under the 
leadership of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, their 
sole legitimate representative. 

“Every person sitting this hall 
has a homeland and a house to 
live in, carries a passport, and 
knows where to turn in safety at 
the end of our meetings here and 
looks forward to a happy family 
get-together at the end of the 
day.” the Amir told delegations 
from 158 countries, observers 
and spectators. 

The UN had 1 59 members, but 
South Africa has been expelled. 

“The Palestinian people 
demand nothing more than that 
which we all have,” he said. 
Conflict 

Commenting on the Iraq -I ran 
conflict, the Amir said no matter 
how long hostilities last and with 
all the sacrifices made, “the 
belligerents eventually have no 
option but coexistence, good 
neighbour tin ess and cooperation 
in promoting life, while showing 
respect for national sovereignty 
and independence of every sys- 
tem, and the system of govern- 
ment it has chosen for itself.” 

The Amir expressed apprecia- 
tion for the European Economic 
Community’s attitude toward 
the Middle East problem, saying 
the Community's approach is 
based on dialogue with all the 
peace-seeking parties. 

Accordingly, the socialist 
group within the Community 
invited PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat to address the European 
Parliament earlier this month, 
and provided him a chance to 
meet and deliberate with senior 
Community officials, he said. 

“It is our hope that similar 
fresh, favourable wind will be 
blowing across the Atlantic 
Ocean to reach the New World 
which we hope will be able to 
heed more attentively the just 
Palestinian voice and to demon- 
strate open-mindedness and 
tolerance in dialoguing with 
Palestinian intellectuals and 
legitimate representatives, and

Kuwait working 
to resume normal 
ties with Iran 

WASHINGTON, Sept 28. 

(KUNA): Kuwait's Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Saoud 
AJ Osaimi said here today that 
Kuwait is now working to re- 
establish normal relations with 
Iran and may reopen the 
embassy in Tehran. 

In an interview with the 
Washington Post, the Kuwaiti 
official said that despite Iranian 
missile attacks on Kuwait during 
the war, and Iranian-inspired 
sabotage and propaganda 
assaults, Kuwait wants a speedy 
return to normal relations. 

“We want to forget the past. 

There is no reason to keep the 
tension going on.” he said. He 
also referred to the thousands of 
Iranian nationals who lived in 
Kuwait during the war and the 
strong trade lies that once existed 
between the northern Gulf 
neighbours. 

“We never had a direct 
problem with Iran,” he said, 
characterising Iran's aggression 
against Kuwait as a by-product 
of the war with Iraq. 

Co-operation 

“We have received some Iran- 
ian officials after the ceasefire,” 

A1 Osaimi said, adding that these 
envoys made it very clear Iran 
wanted to normalise relations. 

The minister added: “For 
Kuwait’s part, our wish is to go 
to normal life." 

Asked whether Iraq has been 
consulted on this diplomatic 
step. A1 Osaimi said: “It is a 
Kuwaiti decision. We are prac- 
ticing our sovereignty and we are 
going to decide when and where 
we resume relations with Iran.” 

Turning to other issues, the 
Kuwaiti minister described 
Kuwait's relations with the 
United States as passing through 
“a golden time" of co-operation

on security issues, highlighted by 
the reflagging plan That allowed 
Kuwait to pul half of its tanker 
fleet under US naval escort. 

"The presence of the US fleet 
in the area for keeping peace has 
given the US a lot of credibility, 
not only in the Gulf, but in the 
world,” Al Osaimi said. 

But the minister criticised the 
US treatment of Iraq over its 
alleged use of chemical weapons 
to suppress Kurdish rebels. 

“We in Kuwait are against 
using chemical weapons or 
poison gas and we said that very 
clearly to the American ambas- 
sador and to the public,” he 
emphasized. 

But Al Osaimi said that “we 
are very much afraid" that the 
US diplomatic and congres- 
sional campaign against Iraq 
“might affect the talks in Gen- 
eva.” by allowing Iran to be 
intransigent. 

He criticized the US officials 
for not using the same vigour to 
bring pressure on Israel's han- 
dling of :he uprising by Palestin- 
ians in the Israeli-occupied 
territories. 


Iraq is working on 
super-weapon: Saddam 

BAGHDAD, Sept 28, (Reuter): 

Iraq, at peace for the first time in 
eight years, is working on a new 
super- weapon. President Sad- 
dam Hussein said at a medals 
presentation ceremony here. 

The President gave no hint 
what the new weapon might be, 
but said it was in service with only 
two other countries. 

He said he had been told dur- 
ing a visit to Iraq’s military 
industry establishment that ”we 
will possess something which 
puts Iraq among only two other 
countries in the world ..." 

“This talk is real and not 
meant for propaganda,” he told 
military and government leaders 
being honoured yesterday for 
their roles in the Gulf war against 
Iran. 

Striking 

During the later stage of the 
conflict, which ended in a 
ceasefire on Aug 20, Iraq used 
long-range missiles capable of 
striking targets 650 km (400 
miles) away. Tehran was among 
Iranian cities struck by the new 
rockets. 

Western military experts said 
the missiles were extended-range 
versions of Soviet-designed 
Scud-BS, already seen on Gulf 



Saddam 

war battlefronls. 

Iraq insisted the missiles were 
home-designed and manufac- 
tured. 

The President said some coun- 
tries were disturbed by Bagh- 
dad’s victories in the Gulf war. 
That concern began, he said, 
when the first Iraqi missile struck 
Tehran. 

During the ceremony, Hussein 
said he hoped the ceasefire with 
Iran would yield a lasting peace, 
”... and both the Iranians and 
Iraqis (would) live happily in 
their countries with full prideand 
honour." 


Released Iraqi POWs 
tell of torture in Iran 


BAGHDAD, Sept 28. (Reuter): 
Freed Iraqi prisoners of war 
(POWs) said today they were 
savagely treated in Iranian 

J irison camps and some of their 
riends died under torture. 
Addressing a news conference 
put on by Baghdad’s Informa- 
tion Ministry, the 30 Iraqis said 
they were part of a group of 72 
crippled prisoners Iran said it 
released two weeks ago following 
the Aug 20 Gulf war ceasefire. 

The men described experien- 
ces they said POWs suffered in 
camps in different parts of Iran, 
including the mountainous nor- 
thern region near the Soviet 
Union. 

“We were forced to walk on 
the ice in below zero tem- 
peratures and some ... were dum- 
ped under snow ... till they died,” 
said Private Zamil KhalafZugb- 
rir, 35. 

Zugheir, taken prisoner in 
March 1982, said he had a heart 
attack and was once near death 
“due to torture, beatings with 
cables and being forced to walk 
on ice.” 

Crawl 

He said at one camp near 
Arak, 250 km ( 150 miles) south- 
west of Tehran al least three 
fellow-prisoners had been tor- 
tured to death. 

Hassan Hadi Haswa, 55. said 
he and other prisoners were 
“horribly tortured” and were 
frequently forced to crawl in the 
snow. 


Wa'ad Aziz Na'mo. 30. “said 
fellow Christians were tenured 
until they convened to Islam. 

He said he was wounded in a 
tank bailie when captured. 

“I was completely neglected 
and lost my sight due to that," he 
said. 

“Christians face even more 
horrible treatment than Muslim 
POWs ... a young soldier ... con- 
verted to Islam because they 
refused to cany out a vital opera- 
tion on him if he refused to do 
so.” Na’mo said. 

Diplomats say there are about 
85.000 POWs in Iran and 50.000 
in Iraq following eight years of 
war in the Gulf 

Ali Hussein .Al Shimmari, 26, 
said his jaw was fractured by a 
guard's karate blow. 

Crippled 

“They were forcing us up at 
dawn every day and were beating 
us with sticks ... they even did it 
once in the presence of the Red 

Cross people,” he said. 

Wheelchair-bound Karim 
Aziz Obeid, 33, said he was crip- 
pled after being beaten. 

Iraqi Kurd Olhman Sabir 
Ahmed. 53. said prisoners were 
given a bowl of carrot soup every 
day for three months and a bar of 
soap every eight months. 

Iraq and Iran are due to 
resume stalled peace talks in New 
York on Saturday. Among items 
to be discussed on the peace 
agenda is the repatriation of 
POWs held by both countries. 


Czechs expel 
UK diplomats 

LONDON, Sept 28. (Reuter): 
Czechoslovakia today ordered 
the expulsion or two British 
diplomats after Britain announ- 
ced last week it had told three 
Czechoslovak embassy staffers 
to leave the country, the British 
Foreign Office said. 

It’named the two diplomats as 
Air Attache Wing Commander 
John Maynard, 54. and Warrant 
officer Graham Addy. 36. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said a Czech Foreign Ministry 
official accused the Britons of 
being engaged in “gathering 
information of an intelligence 
character.” 

Britain’s Charge d’Aflaires in 
Prague told the official that 
“straight retaliation should be 
described honestly as such, 
rather than disguised in the form 
of baseless allegations.” 


Lion stabbed 
to death 

NAIROBI. Sept 28, (Reuter): A 
man stabbed a lion to death 
with a knife when it attacked 
him. the Kenya news agency 
said. 

William Namosing or. part of a 
security team hunting four 
rouue lions on Sunday, shot 
dead one of the animals but 
missed with his last bidlet 
when another turned on him. 
Namosing'or suffered multiple 
injuries when he grappled 
with the lion at a farm near 
Nanyuki in Kenya's central 
Laikipia district, the agency 
reported yesterday.

Palestinians clash with soldiers in occupied territories

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 28, (UPI): Soldiers dashed 
with Palestinians for the sixth 
straight day today after Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin defen- 
ded mounting casualties in the 
Israeli -occupied territories as a 
way to halt die violence. 

In the Gaza Strip, Palestinians 
protested the high number of 
wounded in the occupied 
territories since Friday — at least 
1 50 shot and wounded, six killed 
and two who died from wo und s 
suffered earlier, Palestinian sour- 
ces said. UN relief officials and 
Palestinian sources blamed most 
of the casualties on the military's 
use of plastic bullets. 


Palestinian sources said more 
than 20 Arabs were wounded in 
the Gaza Strip today, but many 
of the injured were afraid to go to 
hospitals for treatment because 
they feared arrest by the Army. 

The Army denied the high 
casualty figure. 

Shot 


“It's not true,” an Army 
spokswoman said. Soldiers shot 
and wounded only one Palestin- 
ian during violence today, she 
said. 

Rabin told reporters yesterday 
that the purpose of the Army’s 
introduction of plastic bullets in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 


was to wound Palestinians in an 
effort to crash the nearly 10- 
month-old Palestinian uprising- 
Rabin said the Tiring of plastic 
bullets was not aimed at killing 
Palestinians. 

Shortly after Rabin's com- 
ments, the Army confirmed that 
soldiers had shot and killed 
Osama Braika, 17, in the Gaza 
Strip yesterday with the new 
ammunition. 

It was the first confirmation by 
the military of a Palestinian 
killed by plastic bullets. Palestin- 
ian and hospital sources say at 
least one other Arab has died 
from the bullets. 

At least two other Palestinians 


died from Army gunfire yester- 
day, one who was wounded on 
Monday and the other killed yes- 
terday in clashes in Gaza. 

The Army clamped curfews 
late yesterday on at least four 
Gaza Strip refugee camps, where 
more than 128,000 Palestinians 
live. But resi dents defied the cur- 
fews, Palestinian sources said. 

Also in the Gaza Strip, Pales- 
tinians mourned the death of for- 
mer Gaza city mayor R as had 
Shawa, 79, who died yesterday of 
a heart attack. The former pro- 
Jordanian mayor was twice 
removed from his post by Israeli 
authorities for nationalistic 
activities.

Possible candidates include 
the head of the International 
Soccer Federation, Joao 
Havelange of Brazil, US 
President Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev, and 
the United Nations Peacekeep- 
ing Forces in Lebanon. 

The peace prize is announced 
in Oslo, Norway, while the other 
prizes are announced in Stock- 
holm, as stipulated in the 1896 
will of Alfred Nobel, whose for- 
tune was built on his invention of 
dynamite. 

Created 

The Karolinska Institute 
Nobel assembly is to announce 
the medicine prize on Oct 1 7. The 
next day, the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences names the 
Nobel memorial prize in econ- 
omic science, created by the 
Bank of Sweden in 1968 to com- 
plement the five prizes funded by 
Nobel’s estate. 

The winners of the physics and 
the chemistry prizes will be 


announced by the Science 
Academy on Oct. 19. 

The Swedish Academy, which 
awards the literature prize, does 
not give adate in advance, but by 
tradition it announces its winner 
at exactly 1 pm on a Thursday in 
September or October. 

The Nobel committee in Oslo, 
a five-member body elected by 
the Norwegian Parliament, has 
said 97 individuals and organisa- 
tions were candidates for the 
peace prize this year. 

Last year, it awarded the prize 
to President Oscar Arias of Costa 
Rica for his Central American 
peace plan. 

The committee reveals no 
name; on its list. But sometimes 
those entitled to nominate can- 
didates make their choices 


public.

included jailed African National 
Congress leader Nelson Man- 
del a o f South Africa, the 
UNTFIL forces in Lebanon and 
the World Health Organisation, 
which is celebrating its 40th 
anniversary.

Perez de Cuellar — who helped 
arrange a Soviet withdrawal 
from Afghanistan, a ceasefire in 
the Iran- Iraq war and progress in 
talks over southern Africa — is 


not on the list, said Norwegian 
Nobd committee chairman Egd 
Aarvik. 

But the Nobel committee 
could ' still reward the United 
Nations by choosing Diego Cor- 
dovez of Equador, a key" UN 
mediator. 

West German Foreign Mini- 
ster Hans-Dietrich Genscher has 
said he nominated .Perez de 
Cuellar for the 1989 pnze. 

Finland’s Parliament nomin- 
ated Reagan and Gorbachev for 
their agreement last December to 
eliminate intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles. 

Others reportedly nominated 
were Terry Waite, the Chinch of 
England emissary who tried to 
negotiate the release of kidnap- 
ped westerners in Lebanon and is 
now a. hostage himself, the 
Greenpeace environmental 
organisation and Mordechai 
Vanunu, the Israeli nuclear tech- 
nician who disclosed national 
secrets and was later tried for. 
treason. 

Nobel prizes over the next few 
years could be boosted following 
dramatic profits gained by the 
foundation in real estate and the. 
stock market dealings. 

However this year's laureates, 
about to be named, will hot ben- 
efit from the surge in profits of 
the Nobel foundation. 


US House 
votes for 
sanctions 
against Iraq 


WASHINGTON, Sept28, (AP): 
The House overwhelmingly 
approved legislation yesterday 
imposing sanctions against Iraq 
for alleged chemical .weapons 
attacks on its Kurdish minority. 

The vote was 588-16. 

Under terms of the House leg- 
islation, an immediate ban 
would be imposed on die export 
to Iraq of weapons, sensitive nigh 
technology, and chemicals used 
in the production of chemical 


weapons. 

If Iraq contra uesits reputed 
. use of outlawed chemical 
weapons — the legislation states 
— the President would be auth- 
orised to imposed further sanc- 
tions from a list included in the 
bflL 

These include restricting the 
import of Iraqi petroleum, res- 
tricting US exports, including 
farm products, denying US fin- 
ancial credits and credit guaran- 
tees, downgrading diplomatic 
relations ana opposing loans to 
Iraq byintemaUonalleiKlingins- 
titutions. 

The legislation goes to con- 
ference with the Senate, the 
second chamber of the US Con- 
gress, which passed a far more 
punitive sanctions bill earlier in 
themonth.

Amnesty concert in Tokyo 


TOKYO, Sept 28, (AP): The 
Sting wasn't there, but Peter 
Gabriel and Bruce Springsteen 
provided enough bite yesterday 
for thousands of Japanese fans at 
a marathon concert marking the 
40th anniversary of the United 
Nations universal declaration on 
human rights. 

But while nearly 48,000 people 
packed the concert sponsored by 
Amnesty International, organ- 
isers said Japanese membership 
in the London-based human 
rights organisation has remained 
dismally low. 

‘They’re too isolated,” said 
John Healey, executive director 
of Amnesty International. 
“They see themselves as part of 
the developed world ... they 
should act likeapart, they should 
involve themselves more.” 

According to figures from the 


local chapter of the Nobel peace 
prize-winning organisation, 
Japanese membership in 
Amnesty this year totalled 4,500, 
or one person out of every 
40,000. Total membership in the 
group is about 700,000.

In remarks reported by the 
official Tass news agency, Gor- 
bachev said Pakistan was trying 
to install leaders in neighbouring 
Afghanistan to its own liking 
despite the wishes of the Afghan 
people. 

At . the United Nations. 
Shevardnadze said the Soviets 
have not yet begun the second 
stage of their withdrawal from 
Af ghanistan . Half a Soviet force 
of more than 100,000 troops had 
pulled out by Aug ! 5. 

“Let's wait and see,” he told 
reporters. “It is necessary to stop 


the violations that take place. It is 
the most important thing.” 

In a speech to the General 
Assembly earlier, he asked the 
five members of the UN Security 
Council to discuss violations of 
the withdrawal agreement with 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

“As soon as Soviet troops 
began to withdraw , a non-slop 
production line of violations was 
set in motion." said Shevard- 
nadze. 

He did not name Pakistan, but 
the Soviet Union has Hied 
numerous complaints with the 
United Nations complaining 
that Pakistan is allowing US- 
backed guerrillas to launch raids 
into Afghanistan from bases on 
its soil.

Burmese rebels kill

Burmese rebel groups, striking as 
Burma's Army occupies cities to 
suppress a national revolt, have 
killed 49 government troops in 
frontier areas, the slate radio 
said.

92. 

Karen rebels overran a gover- 
nment outpost near Hlaingbwe 
in eastern Karen state on Mon- 
day, killing five government sol- 
diers, said the radio, monitored 
in Bangkok. 

Western diplomats said the 
BCP as well as Karen, Kachin, 
Shan and other ethnic minority 
rebel movements had gone on the 
offensive since Burma's Army 
seized power on Sept 18. 

Since the coup, the 180,000- 
strong Army has occupied Ran- 
goon and other cities where one- 
fifth of the population live to

His local influence 
remained strong largely because 
of his chairmanship of the Gaza 
benevolent society that dispen- 
sed Jordanian funds.

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Amir vows Islamic countries 


will continue peace efforts 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 28, 
(KUNA): HH the Amir Sheikh 
Jaber A1 Ahmed A1 Sabah said 
here yesterday that the Islamic 
countries will continue their 


efforts to bring about a peaceful 
settlement of the Jran-Iraq con- 
flict. 


He also called on the Islamic 
countries to spare no effort in 
exposing the. terrorism that is 
being exercised by the Zionist 
entity against the Palestinians 
who have been waging tbe upris- 
ing for the last 10 months. 

Tbe Amir made these and 
other comments during a major 
address to the foreign ministers 
and heads of delegations 
representing the46 Islamiccoun- 
tries who are attending the 
cun-ent 43rd session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of tbe United 
Nations. 

Speaking in his capacity as the 
president of the fifth session of 
the Islamic Conference, the Amir 
also outlined Kuwait's efforts to 
promote four Islamic projects of 
great importance to the Islamic 
countries. 

He noted that tbe Islamic 
countries at the meeting con- 
stitute one-third of the members 
of the United Nations. 

“The existence of the Islamic 
Conference is a (major) accompl- 
ishment. It is a major platform 
between the Islamic countries. 
The Islamic Conference was 
founded on tbe principles of res- 
pect for each country's indepen- 
dence and the choice of each 


country’s own way of life,” he 
said. 

“At the same time, it opens the 
way for internal co-operation 
between Muslims and between 
them and the rest of the world,” 
he said. 

Reaffirm 

The Amir emphasised that 
ever since Kuwait assumed the 
chairmanship of the Islamic 
Conference in January 1987, no 
effort has been spared to reaffirm 
the existence and effectiveness of 
the organisation. 

He recalled that Kuwait hos- 
ted a meeting of the Islamic Con- 
ference Secretariat and the heads 
of the various committees in 
April 1988 to review all the 
accomplishments since the Fifth 
Islamic Conference and 
especially the implementation of 
the s ummi t resolutions. 

The Amir also offered his con- 
dolences for the loss of one of the 
pillars of the Islamic Conference, 
the late President Zia-uI-Haq of 
Pakistan, who was killed earlier 
this year. 

Co-operation between the 
Islamic countries went beyond 
organisational matters, the Amir 
said. 

He referred specifically to 
some of the humanitarian 
actions taken by the Islamic 
countries to aid fellow Muslims 
who have been hit by natural 
catastrophes such as floods and 
droughts over the last year. 

“Such aid is an Islamic duty,” 
Sheikh Jaber emphasised. 


On another front, the Amir 
noted the Islamic countries, also 
worked to end the Iran-lraq war 
“and thank God that our efforts 
have produced positive results.” 

“But the fruits of these efforts 
need patience and support," the 
Amir emphasised, “if peace on 
the basis of justice and good- 
neighbourliness is to be 
achieved.” 

He added, “We know that the 
road to peace is long and faces 
obstacles. But we have no choice 
but to be patient and to support 
Lhe good intentions, and to 
remove these obstacles." 

Iraq and Iran have opted for 
peace. Sheikh Jaber asserted, 
“and let us all assist them and 


ipport them (in this effort).' 

Sources dose to the closed- 
door meeting noted that the Iran- 
ian delegate Hassan Zamani and 
the Iraqi delegate Ismat Kittani 
were sitting next to each other. 


Uprising 


Referring to the Palestinian 
uprising, now in its 10th month, 
the Amir said: 

“Palestine, in its courageous 
struggle and its firm rights, is 
facing the storms of Israeli 
terrorism. But admiration alone 
is not sufficient. In all the inter- 
national platforms, we have to 
voice- our support for justice 
which is being echoed by tbe 
(Palestinian) youth, women, and 
children, and we must bolster 
their effort.” 

In his address, the Amir also 


reviewed some major inter- 
national events. 

He mentioned specifically the 
meetings between US President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Projects 

The Amir then outlined briefly 
four major projects that Kuwait 
has undertaken as its own con- 
tribution to the Islamic World. 
These Include: 

— An Arabic dictionary for 
the Holy Quran — the first of its 
kind — which deals with the 
legal, historic, and other aspects 
of Islamic issues. The project is 
being carried out by the Kuwait 
Foundation for the Advan- 
cement of Science (KFA5). It 
will be translated to other lan- 
guages when the project is com- 
pleted; 

— An atlas of Islamic services; 

— A compendium on medi- 
cine, law and morals. 

In a bid to foster closer con- 
tacts between the Islamic youth, 
Kuwait has taken the initiative to 
sponsor a major sports competi- 
tion next spring that will include 
all the Islamic countries. The 
competition will be held in 
Kuwait. 

The Amir received a s tanding 
ovation from the representatives 
of the Islamic Conference. 

OIC's Secretary-General 
Shariffudin Pirzada said the 
Amir's statement provided an 
“analysis and assessment of 
great value” to the membership 
of the Islamic Conference. 


“I am confident that the 
guidance provided by Your 
Highness will serve the Islamic 
countries well during the 
deliberations of the 43rd session 
of the UN General Assembly as 
well as other international fora,” 
he said, 

“Your Highness's address has 
once again highlighted your 
determination to promote closer 
interaction and greater solidarity 
amongst the member states of the 
Islamic Conference as well as 
Your Highness's commitment to 
Islam and Is lamic causes," he 
said. 

Speaking on behalf of Jordan, 
Foreign Minister Taher Masri 
said that during the Amir's ten- 
ure, Muslims have seen the start 
of the settlement of many con- 
flicts that brought tremendous 
suffering to the Nation oflslam. 

The ceasefire between Iraq 
and Iran as well as the ongoing 
talks between the two countries, 
in addition to ‘the accords rea- 
ched on the settlement of the 
Afghanistan and Western 
Sahara questions “are all 
positive indications of a possible 
diffusion of some crises that 
Lrouble Muslims,” Masri said. 

Meanwhile, the Foreign Mini- 
ster of the People's Democratic 
Republic of Yemen, Abdel Aziz 
AJ Dali also praised the speech by 
the Amir. 

“The speech represented a 
valuable review of the issues of 
interest to OIC member states," 
he said.

India calls for co-operation 
among non-aligned countries

INDIA has called for closer con- 
sultations among the non-alig- 
ned countries including the Gulf 
states to minimis e the need by 
certain countries for support 
from the superpowers. 

Alfred Gonsalves, Secretary 
of the In dian Foreign Ministry, 
said yesterday that the outlook 
for a fresh round of consultations 
has improved with the ceasefire 
in the Iraq-1 ran war. 

Speaking to the Arab Times 
during a stopover in Kuwait on 
his way to Baghdad, Gonsalves 
said India would like to intensify 
its co-operation with Kuwait to 
bring it up-to-date with the latest 
developments. 

“We hope to have intense con- 
sultations on what structure is to 
be built in the region in the post- 
war period. The consultations 
should be based on the willing- 
ness to stand together and under- 
standing that the dependence on 
external powers should be 
reduced,” said Gonsalves. 

Zone of peace 

He said India would like to see 
the Gulf as a zone of peace where 
foreign navies are kept at a dis- 
tance. 

“Whatever the security con- 
cerns of the Gulf countries are, 
they will be happy to havea situa- 
tion in which not only the need 
for the presence of big powers 
w£ty lr bQ reduced but alsct ihftir 
rivaVy-wfli.be eliminated” said

within tlie Non-Aligned 
Movement could strengthen the 
role of the movementin the Gulf, 
he added. 

Gonsalves said that many 
non-aligned countries are 
associated with one of the power 
blocs in a political or military 
sense, but that has not dis- 
qualified them from being mem- 
bers of the movement. 

“By definition association 
with superpowers in the context 
of power rivalry should be 
enough to disqualify a country 
but this has not been strictly 
applied,” said the Indian envoy. 

Solidarity 

Despite the differences among 
the member countries, the Non- 
Aligned Movement has main- 
tained solidarity and is an impor- 
tant force on the international 
scene, said Gonsalves. 

He said the movement is 
regrouping its strengths in view 
of the changes in the inter- 
national situation. “We would 
like to think that we have con- 
tributed to the detente between 
the superpowers and we would 
like to see it continue,” said Gon- 
salves. 

At the foreign ministers con- 
ference of the Non-Aligned 
Movement in Nicosia early this 
month a committee of 21 foreign 
ministers was formed to chart a 
new course for the movement 
which appears to have been pas- 
sed over when big powers made 
decisions of global and regional 
interest. 

The new drive will centre on 
the movement's interest in being 
consulted on issues of nuclear 
and conventional arms disar- 
mament. The non-aligned coun- 
tries also reseDt that some 
regional conflicts were settled 
“behind our backs and at our 
expense,” said Gonsalves. -

Nations as a mechanism for set- 
tling disputes and to promote the 
South-North co-operation. 

Gonsalves said the non-alig- 
ned countries could be helpful in - 
the conciliation process between 
Iraq and Iran, both of which are 
tbe movement members. 

“They will heed the advice of 
their friends. Western powers 
have no monopoly on wisdom 
and influence,” ' said the 
diplomat.

China moves to 


prevent protests 


BEIJING. (Reuter): The scene 
outside the Jokhang temple in 
Lhasa appeared calm — pilgrims 
spun giant prayer wheels and 
prostrated themselves before the 
holiest shrine of Tibetan Buddh- 


ism. 

According to recent visitors, 
the scene also included pedlars 
hawking jewellery, and scruffy 
children flying home-made kites. 

inside the temple, monks 
studied and prayed. 

One year after violent demon- 
strations against Chinese rule, 
official newspapers say Lhasa is 
“basically stable.” 

Tourists are back but only a 
few foreign reporters have been 
allowed in during the last year. 

A foreign journalist who spent 
two weeks in Lhasa this month 
reported that the surface calm in 
this poor Himalayan region 
masks a tension that Tibetans 
and other locals said could erupt 
into more anti-Chinese protests. 

Western diplomats who have 
toured Tibet in recent months 
agreed. 

Freedom 

October 1 is the anniversary of 
National Day, the birthday of 
the Communist Party's 1949 
revolution, it will also mark one 
year since monks, pilgrims and 
Tibetan nationalists in Lhasa 
demanded freedom from “Chin- 


oner Beijing has previously 
rejected. 

Tibetans say they cannot 
predict what will happen this 
Oct 1. 

Witnesses said small groups of 
Buddhist nuns, some of them 
teenagers, have held several 
demonstrations near the Johk- 
ang temple in the past year, the 
most recent on Sept 7. The nuns 
chanted “freedom for Tibet” as 
they were taken away by police. 

Posters calling for an indepen- 
dent Tibet are on walls around 
the Barkhor Square outside the 
temple several mornings a week. 
They are quickly removed by 
police. 

Graffiti written in Tibetan is 
found in prominent places. “Free 


Tibet” appeared in red ink on the 
second floor of the holy temple. 


ese oppression. 

The arrests of demonstrating 
monks last year enraged a mob, 
which attacked and destroyed a 
police station outside the Jok- 
hang temple. Police responded 
by opening fire. Six people were 
killed, officials said, many more 
according to witnesses. 

In March, a religious festival 
erupted into demonstrations and 
clashes with riot police. At least 
four people were killed, includ- 
ing one policeman. Official 
accounts said more than 300 
police were injured. Hundreds of 
arrests followed. 

Beijing says Tibet will never be 
independent and that it has been 
part of China for centuries, a 
version of history hotly disputed 
by the Dalai Lama, Tibet’s 
spiritual ruler who fled into exile 
in India in 1959. 

Talks 

Only a week before the Oct 1 
anniversary Beijing offered to. 
hold talks with the Dalai Lama 
provided he dropped the idea of 
independence for the region. The 
Dalai Lama accepted but 
reiterated a call for Tibetan self- 
government within China — an

Monks slip notes to foreign 
tourists at the Petals palace, the 
Dalai Lama's former residence, 
reading “Please take our mes- 
sage to the world. We want our 
freedom.”

Tibetans say the monks are 
willing to risk more protests. A 
monk and other Tibetans recen- 
tly released from prison told US 
reporters last month that they 
were beaten and tortured by 
police. 

At Ganden, a mountaintop 
monastery, a sign written in 
English on the side of the hill 
reads “Chinese go home.” 

Chinese authorities are mov- 
ing into the monasteries to quell 
dissent Monks and foreign sour- 
ces say police and officials have 
been posted in all major monas- 
teries for 45 days. 

... .At ihe Jokhang, .the . crack- 
down began in late August with 
the arrival of 15 plainclothes 
policemen. Monks said the 
police searched their books and 
belongings. All English books 
were confiscated. 

Officials have warned the 
monks at the Jokhang that if 
there is any sign of trouble, they 
will be sent to work in the coun- 
tryside. 

Some monks have been 
threatened with death if they 
again take their cause to the 
streets. 

“The Chinese are every- 
where," said one young monk, 
whispering. "They have been 
dressed up to look like 
Tibetans."

, medals they may win." 

A high ranking South Korean 
; diplomat said, “Wouldn't we be 
: foolish to waste tills opportunity 
to show all the world our success 
and see if we can’t get the com- 
munist world to join us." 

I Demonic 

In a country where Marx and 
: Lenin are demonic figures and 
L even vaguely supporting com- 
munism is a violation of national 
security, the South Korean press 
has quickly shown interest in its 
communist guests. The arrival of 
Olympic teams from communist 
nations has been front-page 
news. 

Hours after China’s Xinhua 
News Agency opened its office at 
the Olympic Ptess Centre, the 
bureau was closed to outsiders 
after South Korean reporter 
replaced the “no access” sign 
with one saying “you’re wel- 
come" as the agency joined in the 
spirit of harmony. 

Even before the agreement 
with Hungary, there were 


already significant benefits from 
Seoul's new policy, particularly 
reported pressure on North 
Korea by China and the Soviet 
Union to refrain from any dis- 
ruptions of the Olympics — 
which Pyongyang is boycotting. 

South Korea has also held a 
public meeting with Chinese 
trade officials, even though Beij- 
ing does not officially ackn- 
owledge China's estimated $2 
billion in trade with Seoul. 

A meeting of Soviet officials at 
the Foreign Ministry, diplomatic 
privileges for a Soviet consul and 
a Bolshoi ballet performance 
were also firsts in Seoul since the 
division of the peninsula after 
World War IL 

Seoul has both political and 
economic reasons for pursuing 
its former enemies. 

With trade troubles brewing in 
the United Slates and the 
European community. South 
Korea is hoping to ease i is d epen- 
dence on exports to the West by 
gaining new markets in con- 
sumer-starved communist 
nations. 

Using economic entre, Seoul 


hopes to expand its political 
influence beyond the West. 


influence beyond the West. 
South Korea has been frozen out 
of relations with the communist 
world for 40 years by North 
Korea, which lias maintained a 
hold on the Soviet Union and 
China. 

Recognition 

The North and South play a 
game of political one-upmanship 
over which side has more world 
recognition and thus, sup- 
posedly, which would have a 
greater right to govern a reunited 
Korea. South Korea hopes the 
Olympics will tilt the diplomatic 
balance in its favour. 

The fervent anti-communist 
leadership shows no concern that 
its people will be corrupted by an 
ideology that is anathema to 
Seoul's system.

Flying like 
a Maharajah 


SIR: Indian Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Mr K.K. 
Tiwari’s interview published in 
the Arab Times on 26th Sep- 
tember, 1988, does not give the 
correct picture about Pakis- 
tan's nudear intentions. 

It is well-known that Pakis- 
tan's modest nuclear 
programme was bom out of the 
country's genuine needs in the 
energy sector. The absence of 
sufficient fossil fuels make' 
nuclear energy for peaceful 
purposes a long-term 
imperative. Consequently Pak- 
istan regards it its right to carry 
out research and lay a proper 
basis for the peaceful exploita- 
tion of nuclear energy in the 
future. However, the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan has made it 
abundantly clear on a number 
of occasions, that the country is 
neither in a position to nor has 
the intention of maki ng □ uclear 
weapons. Pakistan has made 
this commitment solemnly and 
is prepared also to accept inter- 
national safeguards, on a non- 
discriminatory basis, to curb 
Indian ambitions. 

Pakistan has also offered 
India a number of proposals to 
keep our region free from the 
introduction of nudear 
weapons. A proposal for the 
establishment of a nuclear 
weapons free- zone in South 


Asia was presented by Pakis- 
tan, as early as in 1974. Since 


tan, as early as in 1974. Since 
then, the following five 
proposals have been made by 
Pakistan to India, at the highest 
level: — 

I. Simultaneous accession by 
India and Pakistan to the 
Nuclear Non-proliferation 
Treaty. 

II. Arrangements for mutual 
inspection of one another's 
□uclear installations. 

III. Simultaneous accep- 
tance of complete IAEA 
safeguards for all nuclear ins- 
tallations. 

IV. Renunciation of nuclear 
weapons through a joint 
declaration. 

V. Any other practicable 
proposal which India may like 
to present. 

In contrast India's pronoun- 
cements on this subject are dif- 


ficult to understand. India 
stands for total and complete 
disarmament of the entire 
world before it is willing to 
become a signatory to the Non- 
proliferation Treaty. This, of 
course, is an excuse to carry out 
its nuclear weapons 
progra mme, the proof of which 
was witnessed by the world 
when India exploded a nudear 
device in Rajasthan in 1974 — 
the sc called “peaceful nuclear 
device" — a contradiction in 
terms. 

It is also well-knowp that the 
Indian Government is busy in 
developing missiles which 
could be used as a delivery sys- 
tem for nuclear weapons to 
project India’s power well 
beyond her borders. Wefearit 
is for this reason that India does 
not accept Pakistan's reasona- 
ble proposals regarding a 
nuclear weapons free zone in 
South Asia. The emergence of 
India as a nuclear power will 
have grave strategic con- 
sequences for this en tire region, 
and her ambitions need to be 
closely watched. 

As regards the Punjab 
problem, the Indian Govern- 
ment has the habit of pladng 
the fault at any other door 
except its own. It is well-known 
that the former Indian Govern- 
ment encouraged Sikb 
extremists for political pur- 
poses. When the genie got out 
of the bottle they decided to 
attack and forcibly occupy the 
holiest shrine of the Sikh peo- 
ple. This, understandably, led 
to a spontaneous reaction from 
the Sikhs. To understand this 
one would have to imagine 
what would happen if holy 
places of Islam, God forbid, 
were attacked by any power. Be 
this, as it may, the Government 
of Pakistan regards this as a 
domestic matter of India and 
wishes the Indian Government 
well in arriving at a settlement 
with the Sikh community. The 
Indian Government cannot 
have any evidence of Pakistani 
assistance- to the Sikh 
extremists as no assistance has 
ever been given.

Militant Burmese students 
vow war of attrition

BANGKOK, (Reuter): Militant 
students have joined forces with 
ethnic guerrillas in an attempt to 
topple Burma's military govern- 
ment and diplomats forecast an 
increase in urban guerrilla war- 
fare in the coming months. 

The National Democratic 
Front (NDF), a grouping of eth- 
nic guerrillas fighting for 
independence or autonomy from 
central government, has said it 
will give refuge and military 
training to all students who flee 
to areas under its control. 

“We have decided to fight to 
survive, and those who value 
democracy and human rights 
will join us when the time is ripe,” 
a student leader told reporters at 
the Thai-Burma border last 
weekend. 

He said groups of them were 
already undergoing military 
training as commandos at NDF 
camps. 

Tne Army rank and file 
included soldiers sympathetic to 
the students and they would 
mutiny against their officers at 
“the appropriate lime,” he said.

Since then troops have been 
systematically rounding up 
militant students and there have 
been reports of summary execu- 
tions of some of them, invariably 
described in official media as 
looters.

shot.” 

He said many had escaped by 
going underground and prepar- 
ing for guerrilla warfare.

There will be 
much more sniping, a form of 
lerrorism, I think, is going to 
emerge.”

Battle-hardened ‘Old Fox’ 
becomes Polish premier 


WARSAW, (Reuter): Politburo 
member Mieczyslaw Rakowski 
is a wily, battle-hardened com- 
munist whose talent for riding 
out Poland's repeated political 
upheavals has won him the nick- 
name “The Old Fox.” 


Three years after he appeared 
to have been sidelined. Com- 
munist Party leaders on Monday 
ordered their deputies in 
parliament to vote Rakowski 


into office on Tuesday as tbe new 
Polish prime minister. 

Assigned to an obscure 
parliamentary job in 1985 after 
four years as a deputy prime min- 
ister. Rakowski returned to cen- 
tre stage in December 1987 when 
he was named as a member of the 
Communist Party’s ruling polit- 
buro. 

In June 1988, he was appoin- 
ted a Party Central Committee 
facretary for Propaganda, giv- 




Sabotage

Rakowski, a frequent traveller 
to the West, is sometimes seen 
there as a liberal.

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FROM the golden days of the 
40&to the early ’80’s the Hindi 
film had the wozid at its feet. It 
had -a captive - and addictive 
. audience waiting to lap up most 
of what was offered in the name 
of entertainment.

wrong combination of for- 
mulae. 

But the slowly mounting 
invasion of television and its 
companion the video has chan- 
ged all thaf in the eighties. For 
the first time there was a 
challenge to the monopoly of 
Indian cinema as the cheapest 
and only form, of pop culture 
and mass entertainment. And 

the irony is that they have suc- 
ceeded by using the material of 
-cinema itself. 

Indian TV had been around 
for more than 25 years, but was 
ineffective initially. The First 
• TV centre was started at Delhi 
in 1 959 and it remained the only 
station for thirteen years. It had 
a. one-hour telecast twice 
weekly to start with. Later it 
was expanded to four days and 
then made daily in 1965. It was 
in 1972 that TV came to the big 
Bombay bazaar and the.dtadd . 
.of the film world. 

Impact 

Biit its initial impact was 
zero, as it was non-commercial, 
black and- white TV, with 
governmentroriented progra- 
mmes on education, commun- 
ication, rural welfare etc. The 
only time when large numbers 
of people Watched TV was 
when it showed extracts of film 
.songs or interviews with film 
people. The Kg deluge came in 
1982 when colour TV arrived 
followed by sponsored 
programmes in I9M. ft was 
only then that big and small 
industnal houses became 
interested in advertising on the 
telly, though the commercial 
service had started way back in

This was the first nail in 
the coffin of the film indus- 
try. Though officially the 
import' of these foreign 
machines is still banned or 
heavily taxed for personal use. 
yet by fair means or foul, they 
keep coming. And now there 
are, a million VCRs in the 
country, served by some 90,000 
video libraries, apart from 
countless parlours, long-dis- 
tance houses, posh hotels, cable 
TV and disc antenna, showing 
Wrg&T dr pirated filmS TKroligh 
video. And thenumberis rising 
everyday. 

Resistance 

The film industry pul up 
some Lough resistance in the 
beginning. As ticket sales and 


audience attendances fell, raids 
were organised to pounce on 
the pirated cassettes of new 
releases. But it was all in vain. 
Producers began to sell the 
video righLs From the back- 
door. Soon, it was all made 
official, with censor certificate 
and simultaneous release. But 
piracy continues in one form or 
other. 

Along with the video, TV 
also began to offer stiff com- 
petition. It has more than 200 
transmitters and satellite 
services, enabling a national 
network- and- state-wise relay. 
For the first time in the Indian 
film- history; the plum Stmday 
evening show with the highest 
attendance level began to run 
half vacant, as TV showed old 
commercial or new an films. 
After all. it was a free show in 
the privacy of ones own home.

ANGIOPLASTY TREATS CLOGGED 
CORONARY ARTERIES 


QUESTION: My doctor has recommended 
. angioplasty forme. Although he has assured 
. me that it is the best thing for me to do, l am 
very anxious and uncertain about this whole 
'affair. Perhaps you can help me. What can I 

expect? . . „ , 

ANSWER: Angioplasty (also called 
PTC A) for percutaneous transluminal 
coronary angioplasty) is a co" 1 ” 1 ®* 1 
procedure for treating dogged or blocked 
coronary arteries. It is an alternative to 
coronary bypass surgery. More than 

1 20,000 angioplasties were performed in the 

United States in 1986. . 

In angioplasty, an tininflaied balloon 
catheteris snaked into the obstructed artery. 
Usually , yourphysidan will thread the cath- 
eter up info your heart from an incision m 
the femoral artery located in your groin. 
When the balloon section of the catheter ts 
positioned within the dog, it is inflated and 
presses the clog material (which. is mostly 
cholesterol) against the artery walls while 
stretching the artery a bit. The balloon may 
be deflated, repositioned and inflate t° 
ensure that an open channel through the 


artery is produced. The catheter is carefully 
controlled by your physician who is watch- 
ing its progress on a monitor. 

Angioplasty is relatively painless and 
takes about an hour. Some patients feel 
some chest pain or angina during the 
balloon inflation, but many say the most 
uncomfortable pan of the procedure is hav- 
ing to lie on their backs for several hours 
afterward to allow the groin incision to start 
healing. 

Tbe risks of angioplasty are low, but a 
coronary bypass surgical team stands by in 
case of an emergency. About 25 per cent to 
30 per cent of all arteries treated via angio- 
plasty reclog within six months after the 
procedure, however. 

QUESTION: My great-grandmother 
seems to be losing some of her ability to 
articulate properly. I've noticed that a lot of 
elderly people have changes in their voices, 
so at first l wasn't concerned. Should I be? 

ANSWER: Yes, concern is warranted. 
Sometimes even subtle changes in speech 
can be a due to disease even before other 
signs are apparent. Elderly people who 


retain their young-sounding voices are gen- 
erally in better overall health than most of 
their contemporaries whose voice changes. 

When the change is in articulation, it 
could be due to neurological changes. 
Damage to different pans of the nervous 
system can aiTeci different functions^ in 
speech. For example, a severe articulation 
problem can be caused by damage or degen- 
eration of the fifth cranial nerve. Thai’s 
because when that nerve is unhealthy, it 
hinders a person's ability to move his or her 
jaw up and down. You should make sure 
your great-grandmother checks her 
problem out with neurologist who has 
expertise in speech pathology. • 

You may observe the physician will listen 
attentively when your great-grandmother 
speaks. Tor the manner in which she talks, 
the lone and quality of her voice are all 
important clues that can lead to the diag- 
nosis of the exact cause. Once the cause is 
known, attention can be directed at possible 
treatments to attack the problem.

Those loyal to the cinema- 
going habit became a minority. 
TV also continued with its film- 
based programmes which have 
the highest viewership, due to 
attractive excerpts from feature 
films. 

And then came the onslaught 
of the popular TV serials, thus 
eating into the vital cinema 
time, even on week days or 
weekends. In 1984, tbe soap 
opera Humtog gave the lead, 
followed by Buraijaad and 
Ramayana, apart from the 
short-term ones like Nukkad 
and Yeh Jo Hai Zindagi. One or 
two serials every day. of 
whatever quality, but shown at 
prime time, easily discourage 
people from going to cinema. 

There are also regional films 
and songs, late-night movies, 
TV films specially made by 
famous directors, and spon- 
sored programmes on grand 
foreign events, like the Oscar 
awards ceremony or the Miss 
Universe contests, apart from 
the second channel and break- 
fast TV. 

Cable TV, available at 
reasonable cost, brings the best 
of material from the West and 
neighbour countries like Pakis- 
tan, right into the homes of the 
middle and lower classes. Why 
then should they suffer the har- 
dships of going to theatres? The 
cinema houses also declined in 
their services, with advance 
booking, seating conditions, 
airconditioning and even 
ushering services becoming a 
pain in the neck. In fact a video 
parlour is preferable with its 
projector and enlarged image. 

The excise duty on film prints 
is so heavy that producers try to 
reduce the number, though 
they have to start with satura- 
tion release. But within a week, 
at least 50,000 video cassettes 
are made of a new film, includ- 
ing official and pirated ones, at 
low prices. The main market is 
thus eaten off. If the industry 
was run by sane businessmen, it 
would have been dosed down. 
But people with speculative 
and gambling instincts keep 
taking a risk on every new film 
and some have to show tax los- 
ses or turn black money into 
white. So new tricks of the trade 
are trial to pass the buck bet- 
ween producers, distributors, 
and exhibitors. 

Another offshoot is the birth

He 
first put them forward at a 
private meeting in June with 
officials and businessmen from 
Japan, one of Indonesia's biggest 
creditors. 

At that time, the Japanese 
objected strongly to the sugges- 
tion and Sumarlin was forced to 
assure them that Indonesia 
intended to pay off its S50-billion 
foreign debts. 

China’s minister of finance 
said today that few Chinese still 
lack enough food and clothing a 
decade after the government 
began to change its original com- 
munist policies. 

“During the past decade, the 


reforms of the economic and 
political structures have led to 
the emancipation of the people's 
mind and to the fast growth of 
public productivity,” Wang Bin- 
gqian told the annual meeting. 
China belongs to the 151-mem- 
ber organisations. 

“A society that had cut itself 
ofT from the outside world for a 
long lime is being changed 
quickly into one that is open to 
theoulsideonall fronts" he said. 

Issues 

Wang called world peace and 
development of Third World 
countries the two major issues of 
the moment. 

“The factors leading to peace 
are on the increase, but develop- 
ment momentum is weak,” he 
said. “Specifically, the develop- 
ing countries are m formidable 
economic difficulties, experienc- 
ing a serious shortage of funds 
and a high incidence of poverty." 
— Mexican Treasury Secretary 
Gustavo Pelricioli proposed 


today an “international develop- 
ment pact" to make the 1990s a 
decade of prosperity for develop- 
ing nations. 

He said a development pact 
would reduce the developing 
world's 51.2-triliion, and at the 
same time bring new money to 
finance its development. 

Relief 

Unless developing countries 
get relief from the heavy burden 
of debt payments, he said, they 
will face the choice of indis- 
criminately increasing their debt 
or resigning themselves to con- 
tinue paying at the expense of 
any growth of their peoples' 
incomes. 

The first choice is not viable in 
the market, and second is unac- 
ceptable socially, economically 
and politically, especially after a . 
long period of recession," he 
said. 

He insisted that each country's 
development depends on its own 
government and people, but that 
resources from abroad are also 
needed. 

He listed 10 points that he 
called a minimum for his 
proposed pact. One called on 
industrial countries' government 
and inter-governmental bodies 
— such as the World Bank and 
IMF — to provide guarantees, 
new Financing or both when deb- 
tors buy back their debt at a 
discount. 

Poor countries poured cold 
water oyer new plans to ease the 
debt crisis and called on rich 
nations to do much more to 
alleviate poverty and so stave off 
social unrest in the Third World. 

"While we appreciate these 
initiatives, there is no doubt dial 
given the magnitude of the debt 
crisis in our continent, they are 
far below our immediate 
requirements," Peter Mmusi, the 
vice-president of Botswana said. 

Colombian Finance Minister 
Luis Fernando Alarcon-Man- 
tilla told delegates from 151 
countries that Latin America 
had lost a decade of development 
because of the debt crisis. 

He said growth had to be res- 
tored to avoid the “indisputable 
social and political risks latent in

Minister Jassem A1 Khorafi 
today affirmed that the joint 
annual meetings of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and the 
World; Bank were “a good 
opportunity” for the Kuwaiti 
delegation to raise important 
issues related to the Arab world.

In a statement to KUNA, A1 
Khorafi said that economic 
problems of developing coun- 
tries and their economic growth 
were discussed along with their

WASHINGTON, Sept 28, 
(Reuter): Beryl Sprinkel, 
President Reagan's Chief Econ- 
omic Adviser, said today that 
recent price increases were only 
temporary and that inflation was 
not threa tening the US economy. 

He said the recent rise in the 
. inflation rate as measured by the 
consumer price index (CPI) was 
due to higher food prices caused 
by last summer's North 
American drought and higher 
costs for imported goods caused 
by a weaker dollar. 

Increase 

“We went through what 1 
would call an inflationary 
scare," Sprinkel told reporters as 
he released a report reviewing the 
stale of the US economy. 

Last week the government 
reported the CPI rose 0.4 per cent 
in August Consumer prices rose 
by four per cent for the 12 mon- 


ths ended on Aug 31. but rose by 
an annual rate of 4.6 per cent for 
the first eight months of 1988 
against 4.4 per cent for all of 
1987, (he Labour Department 
said. 

Financial markets have been 
concerned that the US economy 
has been growing too rapidly and 
in danger of overheating which 
could increase the inflation rate. 

The administration is anxious 
to calm such inflationary fears in 
a presidential election year. Con- 
cern about inflation has tran- 
slated into higher interest rates 
throughout the economy. 

In response to this concern, the 
US central bank, the Federal 
Reserve, has nudged up interest 
rates in order to slow the sur- 
prisingly strong economy. On 
Aug 9 the Fed raised its key dis- 
count rate, the interest it charges 
banks for loans, to 6.5 per cent 
from six percenL. 


Higher US interest rates have 
also helped strengthen the value 
of the US dollar. 

Sprinkel said US economic 
growth now has slowed to a non- 
inflationary level. 

Robust 

The economy grew by three 
per cent in the second quarter of 
1988 after expanding by a more 
robust 3.4 per cent during the 
firs t th ree moo ths of the year. 

Sprinkel said he was not happy 
with a four- per cent inflation 
rate, but added he saw no reason 


for it to accelerate. 

"We cannot have exploding 
inflation unless you step on the 
accelerator on the fiscal and 
monetary side, and we are not 
doing that,” he said. 

He said the Reagan adminis- 
tration had no plans to increase 
federal spending and the Federal 
Reserve was following a strategy 
designed to bring inflation under 
control gradually. 

"Our objective from the begin- 
ning has been to pull it on down 
to zero," he said. 


countries that face the serious 
dilemma of the debt problem." 

West German Finance Mini- 
ster Gerhard Stol ten berg said 
strong world growth gave poor 
countries a valuable breathing 
space, but admitted the situation 
for most nations in sub-Saharan 
Africa and some in Latin 
America was far from satisfac- 
tory. 

"The heav> debt has com- 
pounded their deep-seated 
problems of economic under- 
development and poverty," he 
said. 

Bangladesh's Planning Mini- 
ster. A.K. Khandker, whose 
country is recovering from whal 
he called history's worst flood, 
said economic development 
could no longer ignore the 
damage caused by reckless man- 
agement of the environment. 

Protecting the environment so 
that disasters like the Bangladesh 
flood are avoided should become 
the prime concern of the inter- 
national community, he said. 

“There is now a recognition of 
the close link between poverty, 
environmental degradation, and 
long-term sustainable develop- 
ment." Khandker said. “It will 
be too much for the struggling 
millions in (Ganges) delta to 
recurrently bear the scourge." 

Role 

As poor countries painted a 
grim picture of their economic 
prospects. South Korea's fin- 
ance minister announced that 
Seoul was ready to play a bigger 
role in managing the world econ- 
omy and help other countries 
emulate its economic success. 

“I can only emphasise that 
Korea is willing and anxious to 
share its development experien- 
ces with other developing 
nations and to assume wider res- 
ponsibilities in world economic 
affairs," Sakong II said. 

Although Western govern- 
ments. notably the Reagan 
administration, have long urged 
South Korea to participate more 
actively in the world economy, 
Seoul's demand for more voting 
power in the IMF is likely to be 
controversy; because it would be 
at the expense of other countries. 


Jordanian 
dinar slips 

AMMAN. Sept 28. (Reuter); 
The Jordanian dinar slipped 
against the dollar today, trading { 
almost eight per cent below the 
price set by the Central Bank, 
apparently due to a shortage of 
foreign currencies in local 
markets: 

Dealers and moneychangers 
said the dollar was fetching up to 
410 fils at times, compared to the 
officially quoted buy rate of 380. 

On Tuesday, the US currency 
was selling for 408.5 fils in the 
informal market. 


Court upholds EEC right 
to punish non-EEC firms 

LUXEMBOURG, Sept 28, (APfc The European Court of Jus- 
tice, in what was hailed as a landmark ruling, todav upheld the 
right of the European Economic Comm uni t\ to punish non-EEC 
firms for violating its fair trade rules. The court upheld the legal 

basis ou which the EEC commission decided in 1984 to fine 15 IIS 

Canadian and Finnish makers of wood-pulp n hich is used to make 
paper. A senior EEC commission lawyer said the ruling was 
important as it let the EEC combat the price policies of inter- 
national cartels based outside the EEC that distort trade within 
the EEC. He said the commission has long struggled with the 
question of its powers in these matters. **We can live with this 
(territoriality) criterion which has been established bv the court " 
said the lawyer, who asked not to be named. The court said the 
commission rightly applied the EECs fair trade rules even though 
the firms Gned are not EEC companies. It said between I97N and 
1981 these colluded to fix their prices “to restrict free competition 
within the Common Market." The fines ranged from S54 400 to 
*545,000 and were imposed on 41 US^CanadianT FbS± 
Swedish. Norwegian. Portuguese and Spanish firms and two 
trade associations. Only nine US and six Canadian firms and the 
Pulp, Paper and Paperboard Association and Fincell, the US and 
Finnish trade groups, took the matter to court. They argued that 
by applying its fair trade rules to firms outside the EEC. the 
Community violated international law. But the court ruled “the 
manufacturers implemented their price accord within the Com- 
mon Market. The competence of the Co ram unity to apply its 
competition rules to such behaviour is covered bv the territoriality 
prinriple that is universally recognised under international law " 
Tbe commission lawyer said the court used the “effects doctrine" 
as favoured by the United States in its anti-trust policy The 
tidings of the Court of J ustice, the EEC High Court, are Final and 
become EEC law in all member states as soon as they are issued.

Iraq ready to join OPEC 
quota deal if problems solved 


ABU DHABI, Sept 28, (Reuter): 
Iraqi Oil Minister Issam Abdul 
Rahim AI Chalabi was quoted 
today assaying Iraq was ready to 
join a new OPEC agreement on 
quotas after all problems on 
production and prices were 
resolved. 

He also told the official United 
Arab Emirates news agency 
WAM that Iraq would attend the 
upcoming joint meeting of the 
OPEC price committee and long- 
term strategy committee. 

“Iraq is prepared tojoinanew 
OPEC agreement on quotasafter 
all problems facing the organisa- 
tion, including production and 
prices, are resolved,” he said. 

He said Iraq's quota was not 
the main problem facing the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

“There are other problems 
and some are more serious than 
Iraq’s q uola," he told theagency. 

Al Chalabi said Iraq's current 
production level of 2.7 million 
Darrels per day (BPD) should be 
discussed along with the other 
issues. 

Production 

“Iraq’s production level has 
not changed si nee last September 
and is not the cause of die price 
decline.” he said. 

Al Chalabi, ending his trip to 
the UAE after earlier visiting 
Kuwait and Qatar, said he had 
agreed with oil ministers during 


his current tour to discuss Iraq's 
quota if OPEC revised other 
standing issues - 

“We have agreed to discuss 
Iraq's quota if OPEC completed 
revision of other standing issues 
related to quotas, production, 
prices and quality of crudes and 
the members' positions towards 
them," he said. 

Asked about Iraq's demand 
for parity with Iran’s quota of 
2.369 million BPD now that the 
two countries were engaged in 
peace talks, he said: 

Position 

“Our position is clear ... when 
we demanded parity with Iran we 
were in a state of war that had its 
requirements. But now we are 
facing new conditions that 
presuppose greater commit- 
ment." 

In an interview published on 
Monday m the Nicosia-based oil 
industry newsletter Middle East 
Economic Survey (MEES), Al 
Chalabi said the first problem 
lacing OPEC was defining crude 
oil and condensates. 

Condensates are light 
hydrocarbons which liquefy 
after reaching ground level and 
are excluded from OPEC 
production quotas. 

Some members try to evade 
organisation discipline by regis- 
tering certain types of crude oil as 
condensates.

Reagan vetoes textile bill 


WASHINGTON, Sept 28, ( AP): 
President Reagan today vetoed 
legislation tightening curbs on 
textile, apparel and shoe 
imports. He called the bill 
“protectionism at its worst,” 

White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwaier said Reagan 
vetoed the bill as soon as it 
arrived from Capitol HilL 

The President had said he 
would reject the bill, intended to 
protect American industries 
against foreign competition. The 
measure won final congressional 
approval last Friday, but with-, 
out the two-thirds margin 
needed to override the 
president's veto. 

Reagan, in a statement 
released by the White House, 
charged that the measure “would 
have disastrous effects on the US 
economy. 

“It would impose needless 
costs on American consumers, 
threaten jobs in our export indus- 
tries, jeopardise our overseas 
farm sales, and undermine our 
efforts to obtain a more open 
trading system for US exports,” 
the president said. 


"This bill represents protec- 
tionism at its worst. At a time 
when American exports are 
booming, the United States must 
not embark on a course that 
would diminish our trade oppor- 
tunities.” 

Asked about possible reper- 
cussions of the veto on Vice- 
President George Bush's election 
effort in the South, where even 
some staunch Republicans had 
backed the bill, Fitzwater 
replied, “It's our belief that, 
politics aside, ... protectionism is 
the issue here.” 

The bill would: 

— Freeze textile and apparel 
imports at 1987 levels this year 
and limit growth to 1 per cent 
annuall y starting in January. 

— Freeze imports of non-rubber 
footwear with no provision for 
increases. 

— Impose import quotas on 180 
categories of textile products and 
30 types of footwear, a system 
that would be reviewed after 10 
years. 

— Set up a one-year programme 
under which the government 
would auction off import licen- 


ses and set a special quota for silk 
neckties. 

Anticipating a veto. Congress- 
man Butler Derrick oF South 
Carolina said on Friday that he 
anticipated Congress would 
mount an effort to override 
Reagan's veto in the first week of 
October. 

Fitzwater said today be was 
confident the veto would not be 
overriden. 

Votes 

The House approved the bill 
on a vote of 248-150 on Friday, 
about 40 votes shy of the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority needed 
for a veto-override. Earlier this 
month, the Senate approved the 
measure 59-36. 

To become law, a bill must be 
approved by a majority of both 
Houses of Congress and be 
approved by the president. If the 
president vetoes a bill. Congress 
may override his decision with 
the two-thirds majority. 

A president can allow a bill to 
become law by neither signing it 
nor vetoing ft.

Roaring 

Hotels are full on the island of 
Jerba, close to the Libyan bor- 
der. Tunisian car repair shops in 
the south are doing a roaring 
trade with Libyans who may 
have waited months to get their 
vehicles fixed at home, travellers 
say. 

Libyan truckers have been 


cleaning out the fruit and vegeta- 
ble markets in the south and 
going straight to the fanners, 
driving up prices as far north as 
the capital, the travellers add. 

In Tunis itself, up to one car in 
10 in any line of traffic may bear 
the distinct green Libyan plates. 
Most are from the western 
regions of Libya but some are 
from Benghazi, a 1,600-km 
(1,000-mile) drive away. 

Speeding 

The Tunisian government 
estimate* that one million 
Libyans will visit this year, com- 
pared with 7,000 in 1987. The 
ainount they are spending has 
already helped bring Tunisia's 
foreign reserves up to record 
levels, according to official 
figures. 

Politically, relations could 
hardly be more friendly given the 
profound contrast between a 
T uni si an govemmentcomm i lied 
to Western-style multi-party 
democracy and a Libyan leader- 
ship which maintains that such 
systems are a sham. 

“Now we speak the same lan- 
guage, draw the same analysis 
and we have the same preoccupa- 


tions ... there’s enormous poten- 
tial for historic action,” said 
Major Abdel Salam Jalloud, 
Libyan leader Muammar Khad- 
dafi’s second-in-command, dur- 
ing a visit toTunis last week. 

Tunisian officials avoid 
rhetorical flourishes of this type 
but none have shown any hesita- 
tion in accepting the embrace of a 
country wtucb Tunisia's Western 
allies continue to distrust and 
with which former Tunisian 
President Habib Bourguiba 
broke relations in 1985 after a 
long dispute over migrant work- 
ers.

The National Academy of 
Engineering today announced 
the establishment of a new inter- 
national award for achievement 
in engineering and technology 
that it hopes will become as well- 
known and respected as the 
Nobel prizes. 

“This award is designed to 
focus world wide attention on the 
critical role that engineering and 
technology play in improving the 
quality of everyday life,” Robert 
M. White, the academy's 
president, said in announcing the 
award after engineering pioneer 
Charles Stark Draper. 

Draper developed the theory 
and invented the technology of 
inertial guidance systems now 
universally used in aircraft, sub- 
marines. missiles and space vehi- 
cles. 

White noted that “our society 
tends to reward the discoverer of 
basic scientific principles but 
overlook the engineer who puts 
that principle into practice in 


products and services that yield 
societal and economic benefits.”

"We hope that in years to 
come, the Charles Stark Draper 
prize will be just as well-known 
and respected an award in engin- 
eering as the Nobel prizes are 
today for chemistry, physics and 
medicine,” he said.

be announced in October 1989.

It might have to do that, to 
help prop up the currency in 
which most of the world does 
business, if markets decided the 
dollar was a bad investment bet, 
sold it and sent it tumbling. 
Response 

The response to those fears 
came at the meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and World Bank here. 

Bank of Japan Governor Sato- 
shi Sumita urged that the IMF’s 
quasi-currency, the Special 
Drawing Right (SDR), be made 
into an easily usable inter- 
national reserve currency. 

His notion was similar to an 
appeal by. French Finance Mini- 
ster Pierre Beregovoy. 

Delegates said, the concerns of 
Japan, now a financial superp- 
ower and the biggest creditor 
nation, are being taken seriously, 
though other major countries 
have reservations. 

Nigel Lawson, Britain’s Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, . was 
doubtful. 

“There has been a lot of talk 
about substituting the SDR for 
the dollar. It hasn’t come to any- 
thing and 1 don’t believe it is 


likely to do so,” hp told a news 
conference. 

His West German counter- 
part, Gerhard Stoltenberg, said 
it was unrealistic that the SDR 
could take over a bigger role. 

“Most industrial countries 
think there is no real concept for 
anew (monetary) system, and we 
would lose some of die advan- . 
tages of the current system” he 
told journalists.

Sponsors of disgraced Canadian 
sprinter Ben. Johnson pulled 
down posters and cancelled con- 
tracts around the world as the 
millionaire’s glory turned to

From.Tokyo to Treviso, firms 
abandoned the naan who became 
the hottest property .in sport last 
Saturday with his world record, 
win in the Olympic 1 00 metres.

The dope test that des- 
troyeihis athletics career could 
cpsthim up to S1.0 million. 

Tlali&h sportswear firm 
m Diadbra, which signed a S2.8 
** mflficra.deal with Johnson last 
February, cancelled the five-year 
package that had been hailed as 
the biggest sponsorship contract 
ever-agreed in athletics. 

Diadora. which also sponsors 
the Italian national soccer team, 
had used Johnson U> promote its 
grey and yellowing running 
shoes, tracksuits and vests. 

Johnson’s sponsorship con- 
tracts pad a bonus for an Olym- 
pic gold, medal but also con- 
tained doping clauses that gave 
ftnnsjhe right to opt out. Many 
did soimth alacrity, 
b Japan’s Kyodo Oil Co. Ltd 
: rapidly withdrew all television 

and commercial advertisements 
featuring Johnson. 

Deal 

Mazda Motor Cbrp- which 
had named Johnson its athlete of 
1986 and 1987, used to give him a 
sports car each year. It has with- 
drawn from a sponsorship deal 
due for renewal in December. 

The Johnson and Johnson 
Company, makers of everything 
fropubaby powder ,to i fiuntit.ure . 
polish; had a 1988 contract with' 
— J frtej R Ui t r b irr -qufcfcty ^began *- 
removing product posters 
featuring the C anadian. 

A Fihhisb advertising cam- 
paign that used Johnson to stress 

• that milk was good for you was 
quickly . axed. The promotion 
was turned mainly at young peo- 
ple. ■ 

Sports ofiicials in Johnson's 
hometown of Toronto were 
worried that the fall from grace 
of the muscle-packed sprinter 
might . threaten the Canadian 
city’s chances ofhosting the 1 996 
Olympic Games. 

The -runner’s.; picture is 
prominently displayed in 
publicity booklets that promote 
the city's bid. They will probably 
be getting new covers now, 
Toronto officials said. 

At 26, Johnson was basking in 
the glow of the world's admir- 
tion, awaiting delivery of a cus- 
tom-made S250,000 Ferrari 
sports car and returning to a 
newly built one-million dollar 
borne in Toronto. 

l But the doping scandal has 
9 given a hollow ring to his 
ebullient post-race comment on 
Saturday: "The gold medal is the 
most important thing. Anybody 
can break a world record but the 
gold medal is mine.” 

All that remained in his Seoul 
hotel' room were fast-fading 
bouquets of flowers and back 
home in deeply disillusioned 
Canada, a newspaper columnist 
encapsulated everyone's dis- 
belief: "Oh Ben, say u ain’t so."

takes Lewis’ 200 metres title 


SEOUL, Sept 28, (Reuter): Call 
Lewis lost his Olympic 200 
metres title to training partner 
Joe Deloach today and Daley 
Thompson faced defeat in the 
decathlon as the heroes cf the 
’Los Angeles Games made way for 
another generation. 

Lewis and Thompson wc. e the 
supermen of the athletics com- 
petition four years ago. 

Leans breezed to four gold 
medals in 1984 while Thompson 
confirmed his status as the 
greatest decathlete in history 
with his second Olympic tide to 
follow one world, one European 
and two Commonwealth 
crowns. 

Now Lewis has been beaten in 
both sprint events, only retaining 
the K)0 metres title by default 
when Canadian Ben Johnson 
was stripped off the gold medal 
after bong positively dope tes- 
ted. 

Disciplines 

Thompson lay only third after 
the first day of competition after 
recording two of his worst ever 
marks in five of the 10 disciplines. 

Lewis, 27, relinquished his tide 
gracefully. 

He congratulated his friend 
and rival then told a news con- 
ference he expected to compete 
again next year. 

Bul he added: "After that 1 will 
evaluate on a ‘year-to-year 
basis.” 

The American was asked: "Is 
this the end of an era?" 

“No 1 don't think so," he 
replied. "Looking at the overall 
situation sprinters are improv- 
ing, it’s not a new era." 

Deloach, 21, paid tribute to 
Lewis. 

"Carl has been an inspira- 


tion,” he said. "He's been there 
to help and inspire me. He's an 
amazing alhlete, perhaps the best 
sprinter in history." 

Thompson outwardly was the 
same confident, cocky figure 
who has dominated the decath- 
lon for most of the past decade. ; 

But the 30-year-old Briton 
looked decidedly lacklustre des- 
pite setting the fastest time in the 
opening 100 metres. 

His performances in the long 
jump and closing400 metres race 
were a measure of just how far 
Thompson has declined in the 
past two years. 

His long jump of 7.38 metres 
was his worst for 1 1 years and his 
400 metres time of 49.06 seconds 
his slowest since 1976. East Ger- 
man sports student Christian 
Schenk leads the event with 
France's Christian Plaziat 
second. 

Deloach's victory was not 
entirely unexpected. The 21- 
year-old Texan university 
student had the advantage of 
being able to concentrate on only 
one event here. 

Another Lewis, 1 9-year-old 
Steve who is not related to Cart 
provided the real upset of the day 
when he held off world record 
holder Butch Reynolds to win 
the men's 400 title. 

Lewis became only the fifth 
man to break the 44-second 
barrier when he clocked 43.87 
seconds to lead an American 
medal sweep. 

The other two gold medals 
decided today went to Australian 
Debbie FlintofF-Kingi in the 
women’s 400 metres hurdles and 
Soviet Sergei Bubka in be pole 
vault.

Mecir stuns Edberg for final against Mayotte

SEOUL, Sept 28, (Reuter): 
Miloslav Mecir, avenging his 
semifinal defeat at Wimbledon, 
wiped out Stefan Ed berg’s hopes 


of Olympic gold today and set 
himself up for a final against 
American Tim Mayotte. 

Czechoslovak Mecir beat 
Edberg, the top seed, 3-6 6-0 1-6 
6-4 6-2 in a semifinal which saw 
erratic patches from both men. 

Cool 

Mayotte, the second seed in 
the Olympic tournament, had a 
more comfortable time, keeping 
a cool bead to wipe out tem- 
peramental team-mate Brad Gil- 
bert 6-4 6-4 6-3. 

Edberg, who came back from 
two sets down to beat Mecir in 
the Wimbledon semifinals on his 
way to winning the champion- 
ship, looked to be on top form in 
the opening set, volleying fault- 
lessly and worrying Mecir into 
several crucial errors. 

Bul onto ahead the Swedish 
world number three, who tike 
Gilbert .was left with a bronze 
medal, wis unable to keep his 
concentration and served wildly 
in the second and fourth sets. 

The final two sets both opened

with a battle for control. Mecir 
broke Edberg with a backhand 
pass in the first game of Lhe 
fourth which went seven times to 
deuce buL the Swede saved two 
breakpoints to hold his serve at 
the start of the fifth set. 

Mecir. who had lost to Edberg 
three times this year, broke the 
Swede to go 3-2 ahead on a dis- 
puted line call and won the next 
three games for the match. 

Edberg, who has been 
unhappy with his form through- 
out the tournament, was upset 
about the line call. "1 was 
positive the ball was out," he 
said. “It was a very important 
point.” 

Mayotte maintained his clean 
sheet against Gilbert — five wins 
lo none — despite several 
threatening bursts of energy 
from his Californian team-mate. 

Gilbert fought back from 5-0 
down in the opening set to reach 
5-4 after Mayotte double faulted 
to give him the advantage in the 
ninth game. 

But Gilbert, like Edberg, was 
inconsistent. He hit a forehand 
into the net to give Mayotte the 
first set and lost the second on a 
break against him when he was 


unable to reach a backhand 
service return. 

Gilbert, who has played with 
his ankle strapped since surgery 
in May, saved one maichpoint 
when Mayotte misplaced a 
volley. Bul Mayotte, 28, was 
unperturbed and calmly served 
an ace lo seal his victory. 

Mayotte said Olympic gold 
would be Lhe biggest prize he had 
ever aimed for. "On Friday I am 
going to have to serve a little 
better,” he said. "There will be 
lots of rallies from the back 
court. I am going to have to be 
pretty versatile.” 

But Mecir, who lost to 
Mayotte in their only meeting — 
an exhibition match 18 months 
ago — was determined to give 
Czechoslovakia a gold medal. 

Biggest 

"We are a small country and in 
Czechoslovakia the Olympic 
Games is the biggest sports even l 
so winning is the best thing I 
could do for them," he said. 

Gilbert, however, saw no glory 
in having reached the semifinals. 
Asked if his bronze medal gave 
him any consolation, he replied 
curtly: "Absolutely zero."

Hungary withdrew their entire 
weightlighting team from 
Olymics today after one of their 
silver medallists failed a doping 
test, a Hungarian official said. 

Miklos Revesz of the Hun- 
garian Olympic CommUtee told 
Reuters the International Olym- 
pic Committee (IOC) informed 
the team that Andor Szanyi, who 
won the si I ver medal in the 1 00 kg 
class, had tested positive for 
drugs. 

The Hungarian was the eighth 
athlete caught for doping in 
Seoul. 

Disrupt 

The latest scandal to rock the 
Games blew up as police fired 
volleys of tear gas at hundreds of 
students throwing petrol bombs 
and threatening to disrupt Sun- 
day’s marathon — the last event 
of the Seoul Olympics. 

ft was the worst violence since 
the Games began on September 
17. The students demanded the 
release of Lheir leader Oh Yong- 
Shik, arrested for organising 
anti-government protests. 

The clashes look place at 
Korea University in northeast 
Seoul, several miles from the 
Olympic venues. South Korea 
stepped up security to protect the 
Games. 

Earlier, Dr Han Moon, the 
head of the doping control cen- 
tre, said an athlete had tested 
' positive for stanozolol the same 
anabolic-steroid Johnson had 
used. 



SEOUL, Sept 28. (Reuter): Carl 
Lewis expressed sadness today at 
the downfall of his great rival 
Ben Johnson and urged fellow 
athletes to work towards the 
Canadian's rehabilitation. 

Lewis, answering questions 
for the first time since Johnson 
was stripped of his 100 metres 
gold medal yesterday, said peo- 
ple should feel compassion for 
the world champion.

"As far as the situation of the 
last two days is concerned, I feel 
very sad for Ben and very sad for 
the Canadian public who have 
supported him tremendously,” 
Lewis said. 

"Ben is a great athlete and 1 
hope he can get himself back 
together over the next two years 
and work towards coming back 
to competition. 

"Let's concentrate on getting 
back into the sport and get him 
back clean. 

"It's not fair to keep badgering 
the situation. He's a human 
being going through a lot of 
stress, it's a situation that has 
happened and l feel bad about 




it,” he added. 

Lewis, who said he had no per- 
sonal dealings with Johnson out- 
side competition, was speaking 
after comingsecond behind com- 
patriot Joe Deloach in the 200 
metres final. 

Lewis, who came second 
behind Johnson in the 100 
metres, will receive the gold 
medal on Saturday, but there will 
be no special ceremony. It will be 
■handed' over in The offictrof the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation president aL the 
Olympic stadium. 

Asked if he was angry about 
what had happened, Lewis said: 
"I do not feel angry. You go into 
competition to perform at your 
best and that’s the way things 
go.” 

Lewis was asked about com- 
ments about drug-taking he 
made after the 1987 World 
Championships in Rome, when 
he came second to Johnson in the 
100 metres. 

“My comments were not 
focussed on Ben, I was talking 
about the general problem in 
sport.”

Bul this defeat hurt US pride 
more than the 51-50 result at 


Munich, where many of the 
Americans thought they were 
robbed of the gold during a 
bizarre and confusing finish. 

There could be no excuses at 
the Chamshil gymnasium today. 
The Soviets beat the Americans 
hands down to avenge their one- 
point loss in the last World 
Championship final. 

Yugoslavia, led by the three- 
point shooting of guard Drazen 
Petrovic. who scored 24 points, 
and the rebounding of their big 
frontline, improved their record 
to 5-1. the same as the Soviet 
squad. 

Yugoslavia lost narrowly to 
the Russians in the last European 
and World Championships. 

Bul the Yugoslavs, who beat 
the Soviet Union 92-79 in their 
opening game in Seoul, have won 
four of their last five games 
against them.

LONDON, Sept 28, ^Agencies): 
England’s cricket officials yes- 
terday decided to give their 
Indian counterparts six more 
days to save this winter’s 
scheduled tour, which is in doubt 
because of India's refusal to 
allow entry to eight Englishmen 
who have played in South Africa. 

The executive committee of 
England's Test and County 
Cricket Board was widely expec- 
ted to call off the tour and end 
three weeks of speculation. 

Stance 

Instead it gave Indian cricket 
chiefs the chance to change its 
stance over England’s selection 
of the eight players with South 


African connections. 

In an anti-apartheid e iove, the 
Indian government said it would 
not grant visas to the ejg hi. Engl- 
ish officials countered t y saying 
they would not change the 16- 
strong touring party. 

After its meeting yest xday the 
TCCB threw the ball fa ck to the 
Board of Cricket Cc ntrol in 
India. 

In a statement, theTC CBsaid: 
“In view of the conditio is on the 
issue of visas impose* by the 
Indian government anc suppor- 
ted by the Board of Co ntrol for 
Cricket in India, we regret that, 
unless the BCCI can resolve the 
problem forthwith, we must 


deem that the India board has 
withdrawn the invitation to r^ur 
as visas are not available .d 
members of the selected touring 
team. 

“This message has been 
relayed to the BCCI by telex and 
a response requested by not later 
than noon on October 3."

Pernfors blasts Nelson 
in Grand Prix opener 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept 28, 
(Reuter): Mikael Pernfors of 
Sweden, who won his first Grand 
Prix title in Los Angeles on Sun- 
day, continued in confident form 
in the S41 5.000 San Francisco 
Grand Prix tennis tournament 
yesterday. 

Pernfors, seeded fourth, easily 
won his first round match over 
unseeded American Todd Nel- 
son. 6-3. 6-2. 

Upset 

But Mark Woodforde, the 
eighth seeded Australian, was 
upset by American Johan Kriek, 
6-2, 4-6, 7-6 in a reversal of their 
match a week ago in Los Angeles. 

In another first round match 

that was a repea toft heir encoun- 
ter in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
defending champion, Peter Lun- 
dgren of Sweden went down 7-5, 
6-4 to fifth seeded American 
David Pate. Lundgren, who has 
suffered a mediocre year, was 


unseeded. 

Pernfors used his lob and pass- 
ing shots to good effect against 
Nelson, who likes to serve and 
volley but who struggled to con- 
trol his shots. 

After trailing 4-1 in the first 
set. Nelson ripped a series of win- 
ners to score his only break 
against Pernfors’ serve.

Davis cues up 
for Masters final 

WORLD champion Steve Davis 
came through a tense semi-final 
clash with Willie Thorne last 
night to put himself into the final 
of the Dubai Duty Free Masters. 

Davis showed why he is the 
favourite for the' £25,000 first 
prize with a typically profes- 
sional performance against 
Thorne, the world number 13.
